The World-Wltlo font Strike. 
The coal strike promises to be prac- 


tically world-wide. 
The miners 
of 


Great Britain uro alrtmdy out. tlio an- 
thracite and bituminous miners of tha 
t'nltetl States soon will ba ami (hero 
nre symptoms of a similar condition ut 
the coHlorUjs o£ the Continent. The ro 
eutt of such u general suspension of 
coat production Is hard to estimate. Tt 
will, however, ba more serious than Is 
generally anticipated. Without fuel the 


• wheels of Industry must atop. 
For- 


tunately the spring edition Is close ut 
hand and humanity will not MiKer as 
1C tvould during1 the winter se&son. 


The English strike looks most fortntd 
able, yet there Is reason to think that It 
will be most easily dealt with. Tha 
English Government will compel tho 
operators and their miners to ctnue to- 
gether. 
Tha latter evidently expect 
this result. They have declined the 
suggestion of the railway union that 
the latter Inaugurate u sympathy strike 
la ease any ftttotiipCS atd nmde 
to 


open any of the tnlnes. Perhaps 
more stubborn proposition confronts us 
at home, where govontmunt Interfer 
ence, though often effective. Is pure 
ly advisory. 


The anthracite miners demand an 


advance of "Q% In wages, an fj-hour 
day. a one year contract and the col- 
lection by the companies of union dues. 
These demands have been summarily 
refused. 
The 
last 
anthracite- coal 
strike was pome six years ngo. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt throw himself Into Hi- 
breach and by the persuasive powers of 
his magnetic eloquence and a sinister 
display of the Big Stick ho succeeded 
In composing the differences and bring- 
ing about a threc-ysur sliding scale 
agreement with 
arbitration 
clauses 


which effectually burred Die possibil- 
ity of strikes during the period of the 
contract. This agreement was renewed 
three years ago. This year, the an- 
thr.iclte miners iimko new demands. 


The bituminous miners demand an 


increase of lOc per ton for mining und 
S0% on all dead work; a 7-hour day 
with only five hours work on Satur- 
day: weekly pays and many changes 
In working conditions. The probabil- 
ity of their demands being conceded Is 
rather remote. In one respect, tho eonl 
strike In this country is less setlous 
than that of England. Union sentiment 
is not so strong here and there are a 
number of coal 
producing 
districts 


which will not be affected by the strike. 
There are many Idl(> operations that 
might be manned with u reasonable 
degree of promptness. 
The coal sup- 


ply of this country wilt not necessarily 
fail by reason of the coal strike, though 
Its curtailment may prove embarias- 
sing to Industry.

Young chickens nre fairly good on th« 
tuble, but when older they cannot bo 
regarded aa even passable in that re- 
spect. The lleah IB at nil times very 
yellow, and more largely developed 
on the thighs than tho breast. This 
IB due to tho fact that Cochin* are not 
flyers; they hjive only small wing«, 
whilst very large ones would be need- 
ed to support Buch a heavy 
frame. 


Ths -weight which Cochlna attain is 
very good Indeed. Adult cocks rang« 
from twelve to fifteen pounds, h«c« 
eight to eleven pounds, imd cockerel* 
and pullets two to three pounds le»a. 
They are very hardy, and can stand 
almost any place and soil, but they 
do best on short, level grass, for the 
foot feather Is broken and spoiled 
when on long grass or rough ground.
